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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because they do not contain reference characters 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1.84(p). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application.

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the variable 
name Cr_letzt_optimum is used in the specification and the variable name 
Cr_last_optimum is used in the drawings to denote the same feature, and on page 13 
Figure 2 is listed when the drawings contain Figures 2A and 2B. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Independent claim 1 is allowed because the prior art fails to teach a method for 
determining a connection path in a communications network between two adjacent 
network nodes wherein the additional connection is classified into two classes, if the 
connection is in the high bandwidth reserved class to select the trunk whose free 
residual transmission capacity most exceeds the peak bit rate of the additional 
connection, and if the connection is in the non-high bandwidth reserved class to select 
the trunk whose remainder from modulo-division of the free residual transmission 
capacity by the peak bit rate of the highest bit rate connections least exceeds the peak 
bit rate of the additional connection. 

Claim 2 is allowed because it is dependent upon claim 1 .

Osaki teaches a call restricting method in a packet switching method in which a 
call can be restricted by suitably judging whether or not packet communication is 
possible with a transmission quality demanded by each terminal by estimating the line 
quality of the trunk line based on the calling data when the additional call is added and 
the average transfer rate and maximum transfer rate. 

Bertin et al. teaches a method for selecting an optimal path for packet 
transmission without bandwidth reservation in communications systems supporting both 
bandwidth reserved and non-bandwidth reserved connections based on a weighing 
function. 

Licht teaches a frame relay network with nodes that oversubscribe the bandwidth 
of a trunk link because a connection is not always transmitting at its maximum peak
